Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
has considered the amendment filed by applicants on February 4, 2008 and the 
arguments therein. The examiner would like to point out that applicants misstated that 
the present invention deals with dehydrogenation of aldehydes or ketones with a 
racemizable stereocenter. The claims are in fact drawn to preparation of optically active 
aldehydes or ketones by dehydrogenation of a primary or secondary alcohol having a 
racemizable stereocenter. To that end, the examiner would agree with applicants that 
it would not have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art to employ the 
zinc/calcium catalyst used in Brocker et al for dehydrogenation of cycloaliphatic alcohols 
to produce achiral carbonyl compounds, in a process for dehydrogenating chiral 
alcohols to produce chiral aldehydes or ketones, according to the present invention. 
Therefore, in view of applicants' amendment and arguments, the instant claims have 
been allowed.
